Intimate date 
for star Julian 

WORLD-CLASS cellist Julian 
Lloyd Webber may have had more 
on his mind than music — with a 
baby due in three weeks - but he 
gave his full attention to an inti¬ 
mate audience at a Hagley church. 

The musician, described as the 
“doyen of British cellists”, played to 
a sell-out crowd of 250 at St John’s 
Church in the grounds of Hagley 
Hall on Saturday night. 

He featured as soloist with the 
West Midlands-based Orchestra of 
the Swan. 


Horses seized under law from the 1800s 


SIXTEEN stray horses have been seized by 
police since officers began rounding them up 
off Dudley’s streets almost a month ago. 

Four have so far been reclaimed with owners each 
having to pay £400 in fines and livery costs. Horses 
were rounded up after reports from residents and 
taken to a paddock outside the Black Country. 

An agreement between Dudley Council and police 
over how to tackle the issue has been drawn up after 
council officers uncovered a law dating back to the 
1800s. It brought an end to months of uncertainty 
over who had responsibility for removing horses 
causing a nuisance. Hundreds of reports of animals 


roaming Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswinford and 
Coseley were logged with the council since the start 
of the year. 

Over recent months horses have run in front of 
cars, holding up traffic. In March firefighters 
rescued one after it fell into the Dudley Canal by the 
Parkhead locks near Holly Hall Road, Holly Hall, 
Dudley. 

Undisclosed 

Milkman Glyn Berrington, who has logged horses 
he spotted on his rounds says numbers of strays had 
fallen but there were still large groups in the 
Kingswinford area. The council is paying police an 


undisclosed sum so strays can be seized and found 
permanent homes if unclaimed. Police say they will 
be kept for three days and if an owner cannot be con¬ 
tacted or come forward with ownership proof and 
settle fines, they will be found new homes. 

Section 24 of the Town and Police Clauses Act 1847 
says police can seize and impound cattle on a public 
highway. 

In January council figures showed 414 reports of 
stray horses compared with 43 in January 2010. 

Until the agreement the council was paying an 
outside agency to impound horses. In 2009/10, a 
dozen were captured. In Sandwell strays have been 
seen in Tipton and West Bromwich in recent months. 


Specialist engineers in bid to salvage charred remains

P LANS for a multi-million- 
pound glass museum in the 
Black Country will go back 
to the drawing board after a huge 
blaze ripped through the site ear¬ 
marked for the attraction. 

But new Dudley Council leader Les 
Jones says he is still confident the 
Wordsley development will go ahead. 

The Stuart Crystal site’s six build¬ 
ings are all Grade II listed. Last 
Thursday’s fire gutted one of them. 

Plans have been in the pipeline for 
four years for a £5 million glass 
museum on the site linked to the 
nearby Red House Glass Cone via an 


underground tunnel. Now specialist 
engineers will determine the future of 
the gutted factory following the sus¬ 
pected arson attack. 

Officials this week admitted that 
some of the affected building may 
have to be demolished but are await¬ 
ing an engineers’ report for a fuller 
picture. 

David Freer, director of site owners 
Complex Developments, said the 
building would be assessed over 
coming days to determine how much 
of it can be salvaged. 

He said: “I met with the head of con¬ 
servation at Dudley Council and we 
made the building safe to the public by 


erecting fencing. The council have 
asked for a specialist engineers’report 
which will take some time. 

“But the general consensus is that 
there will have to be some selective 
demolition.” 

Plumes of black smoke could be seen 
for miles around as flames took hold at 
around 6pm. 

Complicated 

Up to 50 firefighters tackled the 
blaze. Loud explosions could be heard 
as windows smashed in the heat. 

The blaze is a blow to £5m plans to 
transform the site. A bid for European 
funding is being drawn up but the cost 


may now rise. Councillor Jones said: 
“When there are concerns over the 
structure it does change the plans 
because it is a listed building and 
efforts need to be made to preserve it. 

“It makes it more complicated and it 
will obviously affect the overall plans, 
but we are staying positive that it can 
go ahead.” 

Arson is suspected at the site which 
has been targeted by vandals several 
times. 

One of the other buildings was 
damaged by firebugs three years ago 
and the roof is still missing. 

Sandra Parkes, aged 38, of nearby 
Marine Crescent, said: “I’ve lost count 


of the number of fires there have been 
here in the last few years but this is 
the worst. 

“It’s usually gangs of kids breaking 
in. It’s been standing empty for so long 
and it has become a complete eyesore.” 

John Langley, 41, who lives across 
the road from the site, saw the roof col¬ 
lapse. 

He said: “I ran outside and saw it 
was the old factory. Then I heard a 
loud crash and saw the roof cave in, 
which threw a really big cloud of black 
smoke into the air.” 

The Red House Glass Cone, oppo¬ 
site the Stuart Crystal site, remains 
open for business as usual. 


New boss 
in pledge 
to captain 
Yeltz ship 

THE new owner of Halesowen 
Town FC has vowed to place the 
turbulent club back at the heart 
of the community. 

Staffordshire-based businessman 
Steve Lynch has taken over the reins 
at The Grove, ending the tenure of 
controversial sibling owners Godfrey 
and Graham Ingram. 

Mr Lynch, aged 40, claimed that 
the non-league club had been a “ship 
without a captain” and vowed to be 
hands-on in turning around its for¬ 
tunes. 

The businessman, who was origi¬ 
nally from Sparkhill, in Birmingham, 
but now lives in Great Wyrley, was 
unable to reveal how much he has 
paid for the club due a confidentiality 
agreement signed with the Ingrams. 

Atmosphere 

Mr Lynch says the club does not 
carry major debts but urgent 
improvements to the stadium, in Old 
Hawne Lane, Halesowen, are the top 
priority. 

He also revealed he had been out 
removing weeds from the stands in 
recent days. 

“I’ve not come in to dictate,” he said. 
“This is a community club that needs 
community input and it needs help. I 
want to bring everyone together to 
restore some hope. 

“There is a good feeling about this 
place. I came to watch a game one 
week and went into the Yeltz bar 
afterwards and talked to people and 
there was such a good atmosphere.” 

The club, established in 1873, was 
relegated from the Southern League 
Premier Division at the end of the 
season which finished last month and 
will now play in the Southern League 
Division 1 Central.

Tragic 

Shakespeare’s painting is 
on loan from Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery. 

Dudley Council’s director of 
urban environment John 
Millar said: “It is a wonderful 
opportunity to be able to show¬ 
case the work of Percy Shake¬ 
speare as part of this 
prestigious exhibition. 

“Although not as well known 
as some of the artists in the 
show, in recent years the work 
of Percy Shakespeare has 
started to become more recog¬ 
nised. 

“His tragic and untimely 
death means that we will only 
ever have a hint of the artist’s 
true potential.” 

He was born in Kate’s Hill in 
Dudley 1906 and studied art at 
the Dudley School of Art - now 
the site of Dudley Museum and 
Art Gallery - and then at the 
Birmingham School of Art. 

His work provides an insight 
into every day 1930s leisure 
pursuits. He died in 1943. 


Exhibition salutes the memory of 25 war 
heroes from former mining community 

A BOOK commemorating the 
role of fallen soldiers from a 
mining community in Dudley 
during the Second World War 
has been launched at an exhi¬ 
bition. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Peter Mille,r and Mayoress Hilary 
Miller was at launch of the book 
Holly Hall Heroes Remembered at 
Woodside Community Centre, 

Highgate Road, on Saturday of 
last week. 

The event marks the culmina¬ 
tion of four year’s research by 
Gornal historian Valerie 
Worwood, into the lives of 25 ser¬ 


vicemen from the Holly Hall area 
of town who were killed during the 
conflict. 

The exhibition included pic¬ 
tures and biographies of the sol¬ 
diers, as well as old photographs of 
the former Low Town mining 
village where many of the service¬ 
men lived. 

Demolished 

Mrs Worwood, who spent her 
childhood in Low Town, said it was 
a very close-knit community and 
many of the servicemen had 
grown up together. 

Low Town was demolished in 
1947 after it was ruled that its out¬ 


dated houses, without mod cons 
such as electricity, were unsuit¬ 
able for modern living. “A lot of the 
soldiers knew one another, they 
were all friends,” she said. 

The project was originally the 
brainchild of Jim Grainger, who 
led a campaign for the names of 
those killed during the Second 
World War to be added to the 
memorial at St Augustine of 
Hippo Church. 

Up until the plaque was finally 
unveiled last year, the memorial 
had only featured the names of the 
men killed during the 1914-1918 
war. 

Mrs Worwood said the exhibi¬ 


tion had been timed as close to the 
anniversary of VE Day as possi¬ 
ble. 

At the unveiling of the plaque 
last year, a survivor of the conflict, 
93-year-old Ivan Walker who now 
lives in West Bromwich, met for 
the first time Tony Walker, the 
brother of his fallen comrade 
Walter Walker - no relation to 
Ivan - who was killed in action in 
France during July, 1944. 

Dashing 

Meanwhile, John Teece, who 
with his raffish good looks, sleek, 
combed back hair, and neatly 
trimmed moustache, looked every 


inch the dashing airman, is 
another of those remembered at 
the exhibition. He was killed on a 
practice mission for the Nor¬ 
mandy invasion, towing a glider 
full of soldiers on April 4, 1944. 

Another of the remembered is 
Mick Donovan who was born in 
1912 into a family of Irish descent 
which moved to Dudley looking for 
work. 

Mick married Winifred Painter 
in 1932, and worked in the mines 
as well as at Flanagan’s bedding 
company. He was killed, aged 33, 
during a mine explosion in the 
town of Knock in Belgium, while 
on an errand of Mercy. 


Cheers! New dray job 
for Duchess the pony 


A 17-year-old piebald pony called 
The Duchess has a new career as a 
dray horse, pulling a cart laden 
with beer across Stourbridge. 

She will soon become a familiar sight 
around the town centre, towing a dray 
cart. 

Licensee Dave Craddock recentlybought 
her to ferry ales the mile from his new 
brewery at the Duke William, Coventry 
Street, to his other pub, the Plough and 
Harrow, Worcester Street. 

A second horse, Alfie, an 11-year-old 


Welsh cob is also being trained to take some 
of the loads. 

Alfie belongs to Dave’s mother, Mrs Meri 
Craddock. 

Both are currently being coached for 
their duties by Arran Parker, owner of the 
Student of the Horse livery, Six Ashes, near 
Enville. 

Dave, 29, recently invested more than 
£20,000 in equipment to launch Craddock’s 
brewery, based at the Duke William. 

It is now in full production, with a capac¬ 
ity to produce up to 288 pints a week. 

Dave, the single-handed brewer - and 
head taster — of the new beer, said: “We 
decided it would be lovely to 
see our traditional beer 
being moved around in the 
old-fashioned way. 

“The Duchess has pulled 
loads before for her previous 
owners, although not beer, 
and now I am practising 
with her on a trap around 
the lanes. 

“We are just trying to find 
a suitable cart to serve as 
the dray. 

“When we have it ready, 
The Duchess will start to 
deliver our beer to the 
Plough and Harrow once a 
week, towing up to six 
firkins - each containing 
nine gallons of beer - across 
town on each journey. 

Baby 

“Alfie needs a bit more 
training and will need a 
larger trap but he will do 
some of the trips when he is 
ready.” 

The brewery’s two launch 
brews were called First 
Born and Arthur Pint after 
the birth of Mr Craddock’s 
first baby. 

Arthur Craddock was 
born on March 22 at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, Dudley, 
and weighed in at 71b 7oz. 

His parents Rachel and 
Dave, both 29, live in Corser 
Street, Oldswinford.

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Window frames dumped at car 
park because fitter’s skip was full 


A WINDOW fitter dumped a pile 
of old frames on the car park of a 
Lower Gornal pub because his 
skip was full, a court heard. 

Lee Avey, of New Birmingham Road, 
Tividale, threw about 15 window 
frames outside The Crown, Holloway 
Street. 

The 30-year-old worked for M&D 
Windows, which has since closed 
down, Dudley Magistrates’ Court was 
told. The owners of the pub made the 
discovery on the morning of May 11 
last year. 

The rubbish was traced back to a 
house in Thornleigh, Lower Gornal — 
where the windows had been replaced 
by the firm, said Miss Neelam Bangar, 


prosecuting on behalf of Dudley 
Council. 

The manager of M&D, Darren 
Hanson was originally questioned but 
he told officers that Avey was the reg¬ 
istered keeper of the van seen nearby 
when the waste was dumped. 

Avey told the court: “I’m absolutely 
sorry about what I have done - it was 
a big mistake and I wasn’t thinking. 

Cleared 

“I was meant to put it in a skip but 
there was no room - I hold my hands 
up, I know I’ve done wrong.” 

Miss Bangar said the owners of The 
Crown had cleared the rubbish up 
themselves — so the council would not 
ask for any compensation from Avey. 


He was given an 18-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay 
costs of £295. In sentencing, chairman 
of magistrates Mr Barry Bainbridge 
said: “This is fly tipping of the worst 
sort and we take a very dim view of it.” 

But he added Avey had been given 
credit for his guilty plea and he hoped 
the sentence would be a “deterrent” for 
him. Under the conditional discharge, 
if Avey offends again during the next 
18 months he will be punished for the 
new offence and this one. 

Miss Bangar told the court Avey had 
not responded to a letter sent by 
Dudley Council asking for details of 
his use of the vehicle. 

He had pleaded guilty to depositing 


waste without an environmental 
permit. He also admitted failing to 
provide information required by a 
waste regulation authority. 

Avey already owes the court £497 in 
outstanding fines for driving with no 
insurance and parking in a prohibited 
area, the court heard. 

Serious 

Mr Bainbridge said a further fine 
would not be appropriate as he would 
struggle to pay it. But he told Avey he 
must “keep out of trouble” or face a 
more serious sentence in the future. 

Avey said: “I won’t do anything like 
this again -1 thought I could just stick 
my head in the sand and it would go 
away but I was wrong.” 


Driving ban 
for new nurse 


A NEWLY-QUALIFIED 
nurse has been banned 
from driving after being 
caught at the wheel 
while more than twice 
the alcohol limit. 

Stephanie Nicholls, 
aged 20, was arrested 
after her car was seen 
swerving and speeding 
in Birmingham Street, 
Stourbridge at about 
midnight on April 29. 

Nicholls, of Quinton 
Drive, Russells Hall, 
Dudley, was found to 
have 84 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millil¬ 
itres of breath, Dudley 
magistrates heard last 


week. The limit is 35 
microgrammes. She had 
drunk two glasses of 
wine, Mr Mark Cooper, 
prosecuting, said. 

Nicholls, who quali¬ 
fied as a nurse last 
month, burst into tears 
as she told the court she 
would now struggle to 
get a job. 

“I’m really sorry for 
what I’ve done and it was 
completely out of charac¬ 
ter,” she said. 

After pleading guilty 
to drink-driving, she was 
banned from driving for 
12 months, fined£80 and 
ordered to pay £85 costs.

Family set for legal fight 
despite inquest verdict 


THE family of a man who died 
after a breathing tube came loose 
from his throat is suing Russells 
Hall Hospital - despite a coroner 
saying staff had treated him “prop¬ 
erly”. 

Alan Hickman, aged 62, of Leahouse 
Road, Tipton, died 12 days after being 
admitted to the Dudley hospital with 
breathing problems, an inquest heard. 

He was given a tracheotomy — where a 
tube is inserted into the windpipe - but the 
tube came loose during physiotherapy and 


oxygen he was being given was prevented 
from reaching his lungs. 

Coroner Mr Robin Balmain recorded a 
narrative verdict and said he was satisfied 
that Mr Hickman was “treated adequately 
and properly”. But Mr Hickman’s family 
say his death could have been avoided. 

The inquest heard that since Mr 
Hickman’s death, guidelines into treating 
tracheotomy patients have been revised. 

Now during physio sessions, the tube is 
held in place by one member of staff while 
the other rolls the patient over, said Cather¬ 
ine Carr, a physiotherapist at Russells Hall 
who treated Mr Hickman on June 13 last 
year - the day of his death. 

The father-of-three, who 
worked as a universal 
grinder for 45 years, was 
diagnosed with pneumonia 
when he entered hospital on 
June 1 and was given the 
operation on June 11. 

There was an air leak in 
the trachotomy tube cuff 
and stitches had come 
undone on one side of the 
wound, Elizabeth Smith, an 
intensive care nurse, said. 

Mr Michael Wingrave, a 
solicitor for the family, 
asked whether a doctor had 
been told about the leak — 
and she replied “no”. 

But Mr Balmain said 
these were “not valid con¬ 
cerns for the purpose of the 
inquiry”. 

The cause of death was 
given as a cardiac arrest, 
caused by pneumonia and a 
tracheotomy. 

Jennifer Emerson, of 
Irwin Mitchell solicitors, 
said the family would argue 
the air leak in the cuff 
should have been reported. 

Paula Clark, of Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said the narrative 
verdict recognised the pro¬ 
cedures undertaken by the 
trust had been both neces¬ 
sary and carried out cor¬ 
rectly.

Jeweller tells of hostage ordeal at hands of robbers 


A JEWELLER has spoken of the 
horror of the night he, his wife and 
four children, including a baby, were 
held hostage by armed raiders who 
smashed into their Dudley home. 

Five hooded thugs with hammers, a 
baseball bat and pickaxe handle, tied up 
Mohammed Aftab and his eldest son, 
Haider, aged 13. 

They broke bones in Mr Aftab’s toe 
using a hammer after he gave them a 
home safe wrong number and his arm 
with a pickaxe handle after forcing him to 


let them into his shop, Rofia jewellers, 
Dudley. 

Eventually Mr Aftab, aged 41, made 
them flee - grabbing a weapon from one, 
hitting him with it and smashing 
windows in their vehicle. 

“The children were very frightened and 
my nine-year-old daughter, Rofia, was 
crying,” said Mr Aftab, who has run his 
Wellington Road business for 10 years. 

The family were in their living room in 
the Dixons Green area on the evening of 
the Royal Wedding on April 29 as the men, 


all white, smashed glass in the door to get 
in at about 9.30pm. 

Mr Aftab was with wife, Shabana, 41, 
Haider, Rofia, and sons Suhaib, nine, and 
Shazeb, three months. 

“They took us hostage and tied up 
Haider and me, with our hands behind 
our back,” he said. 

Mrs Aftab had to shout the safe number 
and raiders took a haul worth several 
thousand pounds, including jewellery 
given to baby Shazeb, passports, docu¬ 
ments and jewellery. Three men took him 


in their van, leaving his family with the 
other two, to his shop, where he pressed 
the alarm panic button. 

Two ran but another hit him with a 
pickaxe handle. 

“I managed to grab the pickaxe handle 
off him and hit him back twice before he 
ran out and got into the van with the 
others,” he said. 

He used the pickaxe handle to smash 
windows and the windscreen of the van. 

A taxi driver took him home where 
other raiders had fled. 


Worker lost 
his thumb in 
preventable 
accident 

A BLACK Country engineering 
firm has been ordered to pay more 
than £10,000 after a worker lost 
his thumb when it was crushed 
during a lifting operation at a 
factory, Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
was told. 

Terence Grove, a 55-year-old 
mechanical engineer at MI Engineer¬ 
ing Company Ltd, was using a rope 
sling attached to a crane to lift a half¬ 
ton angle plate when the sling 
snapped. 

The thumb on his right hand was 
crushed by the falling steel plate and 
had to be amputated. 

The was prosecuted by the Health 
and Safety Executive after the inci¬ 
dent in June 2010 at its site in 
Bromley Street, Lye. 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard 
Mr Grove now has difficulty carrying 
out everyday activities such as 
holding a pen, cutlery and tools and 
getting dressed. 

He has returned to work but has to 
do everything left-handed or ask col¬ 
leagues for help, said Health and 
Safety Inspector Mrs Angela Gal¬ 
lagher. 

He requires a further operation 
later this year to remove a number of 
pins from his hand. 

Disabled 

An investigation found Mr Grove 
had been using the sling for five or six 
years without any safety checks. 

There was also no information on a 
maximum weight that could be used. 

Mrs Gallagher said the firm had 
not done any risk assessments for 
work and relied on the judgement of 
their workers. 

The company, which has 20 
workers and has been in business for 
20 years, pleaded guilty to breaching 
general duty to an employee under 
the Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974. 

It was fined £7,500 and ordered to 
pay £3,321 costs. 

Mrs Gallagher told the court: “This 
was a preventable incident that has 
left a man permanently disabled. 

“It highlights the importance of 
properly managing health and safety 
in general, and in particular ensuring 
the risks from lifting heavy items are 
understood.” 

Mr Mike Dixon, defending, said the 
firm was “very sorry” for what had 
happened. 

He added that the company had put 
new safety measures in place since 
the accident.

Estranged 
husband 
sentenced 
over chase

in Lye, also made a gesture in the 
shape of a pistol and the 51-year-old 
made telephone threats that he 
would blow their heads off 
The chase on January 9 ended 
outside Kidderminster police station. 

Chamberlain, of Bromley Street, 
admitted assaulting Wayne Robin¬ 
son, making a threatening phone call, 
driving his Mercedes car in Franche 
Road, Kidderminster, without due 
care and using threatening behav¬ 
iour. 

Sharp 

Magistrates in Kidderminster gave 
him an 18-month community order, 
150 hours unpaid work, banned him 
from driving for six months, and 
ordered him to pay £200 compensa¬ 
tion to Mr Robinson and £500 costs.

A DUDLEY firefighter who searched for survivors in Japan is prepar¬ 
ing for his next task - a three-week trip to Africa. Watch commander 
Russ Gauden, aged 39, was part of the International Search and Rescue 
Team that volunteered to help in the disaster-hit northern region of the 
country following the earthquake and tsunami which followed. 

He is now going to Tanzania for the third time to help build an orphanage and 
train the fire service there. The six-strong West Midlands Fire Service team 
head out in June to help construct a physiotherapy unit at the Salvation Army’s 
Matumi orphanage in Dar Es Salaam. 

Firefighters from all across the West Midlands volunteer to go and are put on a waiting 


list. Cradley Heath watch 
commander Rudy Parkes, of 
Stourbridge and station 
commander at Oldbury and 
Cradley Heath, Dean 
Harris, also from Stour¬ 
bridge went over last time. 

Once there, the firefight¬ 
ers also work with a team 
called Night Support, which 
is the Tanzanian version of 
the fire service, teaching 
them how to deal with dif¬ 
ferent incidents. 

All training is carried out 
to UK standards but Mr 
Gauden, of Kinver, said 
their equipment and 
engines were at least 10 
years behind those used 
here. 

Range 

He added: “There is a 
huge variation in the kinds 
of places they cover. 

“It can range from shanty 
towns to the American 
embassy where ambassa¬ 
dors are staying, and they 
cover a patch three times as 
big as Birmingham. 

“Water is also a lot 
scarcer.” 

Mr Gauden, who plays 
rugby for Kidderminster 
Carolians and for the fire 
services’ national team, also 
enjoys helping children in 
Africa to learn the game 
while over there. 

On a previous trip fire¬ 
fighters handed over a 
cheque worth £1,500. 


Pub’s revamp 
is too late for 
bowling club 


PLANS to reopen a 
Dudley pub with a micro¬ 
brewery and a revamped 
bowling green have been 
approved - but it has 
come too late for the 
return of its bowling club 
after players called it a 
day. 

The Woodman Inn in Leys 
Road, Brockmoor, will 
undergo an extensive refur¬ 
bishment under the propos¬ 
als. It was hoped the work 
would persuade players 
who used to be based at the 
pub to return. But former 
secretary of the Woodman 
Brockmoor Bowling Club, 
Trevor Pearson, said the 
club had closed due to “a 
lack of interest”. 

The club had been based 
at the pub for more than 40 
years but was forced to 
move out when the venue 
shut its doors due to a drop 
in trade in April 2008. “It 


wasn’t the same playing in 
parks,” said Mr Pearson. 
“We couldn’t keep the club 
going and we finished two 
months ago. It’s a shame.” 

Under the plans to refur¬ 
bish the pub, the dining 
room will be extended and a 
new conservatory and beer 
garden built next to the 
bowling green. 

The existing bottle store 
will be converted into new 
toilets, while a new bottle 
store will be put next to a 
micro-brewery . 

A statement accompany¬ 
ing the planning application 
says: “The existing public 
house clo sed some years 
ago due to a fall in trade. It 
is proposed to undertake an 
extensive refurbishment 
and reopen the property.” 

Architect Gary Attwood 
from Eclipse Architecture, 
which lodged plans with 
Dudley Council, said: “Work 
will start within the next six 
months.”

A MAN who paid a scrap dealer to get 
rid of rubbish has been ordered to pay 
£250 after it was found dumped in the 
car park at a beauty spot. 

David Hughes, aged 20, of Ivy Road, 
Dudley, had paid the dealer £20 to get rid 
of the waste, Dudley magistrates heard. 

Piles of carpets, bin bags and cardboard 
was found last Novemember blocking two 
spaces of Netherton Reservoir car park. 

The reservoir, also known as Lodge 
Farm Reservoir, attracts bird watchers 
from across the Black Country. 

It was traced back to Hughes from 
addresses on documents found among the 
rubbish, said Miss Neelam Bangar, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Dudley Council. 

She said: “He was interviewed under 
caution and admitted paying the scrap 
dealer to get rid of the rubbish.” 

Claimed 

Hughes, who is unemployed, told the 
court: “I did pay someone to move some 
bags for me. I didn’t ask to see if they had 
a licence because I just believed them - I 
didn’t take any more notice.” 

He claimed that not all of the waste in 
the car park was his. But Miss Bangar said 
he had been shown photos of the piles 
during the interview and had admitted it 
belonged to him. 

Hughes was given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay £150 
compensation and £100 costs after plead¬ 
ing guilty to failing to take measures to 
secure the authorised transfer of house¬ 
hold waste. 

Chairman of magistrates Mr Barry 
Bainbridge told him: “We accept that you 
acted in good faith and thought the 
rubbish would be taken. 

“However, this is still a serious matter, 
but as you are a man of previous good char¬ 
acter we will not fine you.”

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Anchor that’s welded in town history

A STRIKING new entrance feature with a link to the 
region’s heritage has been created outside a Stour¬ 
bridge primary school. 

Cradley Heath sculptor Luke Perry has erected an 
anchor made out of steel objects at Pedmore CofE 
Primary School in Hagley Road, Pedmore. Mr Perry, 
who used to attend the school, worked alongside 
youngsters who helped him weld the items together. 

The project gave pupils the chance to look at the 
the heritage of the Black Country and they were able 
to visit the Solid Swivel Factory in Cradley Heath. 

The subject was chosen for its great significance to 
the area because the original anchor for the Titanic 
was made in Netherton. 

Mr Perry presented the Channel 4 series Titanic: 
The Mission, which saw a replica of the anchor 
made. Thousands lined the streets as the pro¬ 
gramme retraced its original journey taken in 1911 
after it was built at Noah Hingley & Sons.

Finance officer stole £26,000 


A FINANCE officer who 
stole more than £26,000 
from the Black Country 
charity she worked for has 
been jailed for 15 months. 

Hayley Jones altered cheques 
sent to the Open College 
Network and paid them into her 
own account, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 


Jones, of Claremont Road, 
Sedgley then fiddled the books 
of the charity at Pendeford 
Business Park to cover up. She 
was confronted and sacked from 
her £15,000-a-year post after 
admitting the fraud. 

Prosecuting, Mr Jonathan 
Veasey-Pugh said the scam by 
the mother of one worked on 28 
cheques before bank officials 


spotted a suspicious signature. 

Jones, aged 30, had also kept 
£365 paid into a lottery syndi¬ 
cate by colleagues at the charity 
where she was considered to be 
“the life and soul of the office,” 
said Mr Veasey-Pugh. 

That cash has since been paid 
back, but not the fraud money. 

The college receives money 
from educational organisations 


to license schools and give qual¬ 
ifications to their students. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, defend¬ 
ing, said: “Despite the glorious 
title she was just the office 
clerk.” She had taken out “silly 
loans at enormous interest” for 
a holiday and to buy a car. 

Jones admitted fraud by 
abuse of position and false 
accounting involving £26,198.

This is head-spinning, mind- 
blowing stuff which leaves the ordinary man’s 
supposition that the universe means all there 
is - everything - gathering dust. Here he 
explores the latest proposals for the multi- 
verse, a plethora of theories for parallel uni¬ 
verses. Some are so far away that it is hard to 
conceive the distance, others are just mil¬ 
limetres away, co-existing yet invisible, 
hidden from view. 

We have the braneworld scenario, an off¬ 
shoot from superstring theory, in which differ¬ 
ent worlds co-exist as adjacent slabs, like the 
slices of bread in a loaf, next to each other 
but independent. Or the quilted multiverse 
where an infinite reality means infinite reali¬ 
ties, a myriad of universes in which every¬ 
thing that could ever happen does happen. It 
means that somewhere else in the multiverse 
your doppelganger was reading this article 
10 minutes ago, or in another ‘you’ just 
skipped straight to the sports pages, or in 
another you decided to watch TV instead, 
etc. Then there are the bubble worlds of the 
inflationary multiverse, realities that pop in 
and out of existence in a great cosmic foam 
of universes. 

Those are just the straightforward scenar-

ios. Things get really weird with the holo¬ 
graphic multiverse when events in our reality 
are an echo or a mirror to events in a parallel 
universe. Or, a certain favourite among sci-fi 
fans, the simulated multiverse in which our 
reality is a construct, something created by 
an alien intelligence (not so much an ET than 
an ED, extra-dimensional). If you imagine this 
simulated universe being like an online com¬ 
puter game, then the real reality is the one in 
which the servers exist, where the plug can 
be pulled. Some of these theories sound like 
they’re taken from an episode of Doctor Who, 
though perhaps the most exciting thing 
about the multiverse is that it suggests a 
world(s) of boundless possibilities that could 
make truth stranger than science fiction. 

It is to Greene’s credit that he takes you on 
his journey through such brain-bending the¬ 
ories without being patronising; extra 
detailed information is there in the footnotes. 
But most readers will be happy enough if his 
metaphors help them grasp the outlines of 
these rarefied but well-informed ideas based 
in mathematics and science. 

Anyone tempted to dismiss these theories 
as existing only in the minds of boffins should 
think of the vast resources that have been put 
into building the Large Hadron Collider in 
Switzerland. The holy grail for many of the 
scientists carrying out proton smashing 
experiments there is to register energy disap¬ 
pearing to another dimension - thus proving 
the existence of the multiverse. 

Moonwalking with Einstein - 

Joshua Foer 

(Allen Lane, paperback, £14.99) 

IF, like me, you have a problem recalling 
your mobile telephone number, this book will 
have you gasping with awe or seething with 
jealousy. This is a book about memory and 
how certain individuals can train their brain to 
remember incredible detail. 

In the case of the US Memory Champi¬ 
onship, you are given just five minutes to 
memorise the sequence of 52 playing cards. 
American journalist Joshua Foer sets himself 
that formidable task by entering the compe¬ 
tition, which involves a year of training in 
memory techniques, some methods dating 
back to such ancient philosophers as Cicero. 
His breezy and self-deprecating style will 
soon have you cheering Joshua on. 

As well as an enjoyable true life yarn, the 
author passes on some of those techniques.

These involve creating a ‘memory theatre’, a 
place in the mind where every object and 
event has significance to represent the 
number or whatever else you wish to remem¬ 
ber, and the more bizarre the better to recall 
them - hence the book’s title, Moonwalking 
with Einstein, his way of recalling the three of 
diamonds. As for the outcome of the cham¬ 
pionship... well, let’s just say that his book 
has been optioned to be a Hollywood movie. 
NASA Space Shuttle; RMS Titanic; 
Boeing B-17 Flying Fortress 
(all Haynes, hardback, £19.99) 
THESE recent titles in the unsurpassed 
Owners’ Workshop Manual series from 
Haynes are stretching owner tag some¬ 
what... a battered old Ford Capri maybe, but 
a second hand space shuttle in the garage! 
But that doesn’t matter when this brings the 
Haynes hallmark of attention to detail to 
these incredible crafts. 

Sussex-based Dr David Baker, who 
worked with Nasa on the Gemini, Apollo and 
Shuttle programmes, brings his considerable 
expertise to the Nasa Space Shuttle story, 
which is ending this year after 30 years and 
140 missions. His book includes 250 photo¬ 
graphs and technical illustrations. 

Marine engineer Richard P de Kerbrech 
and engineer and draughtsman David Hutch¬ 
ings have collaborated on the volume about 
the ill-fated Titanic, which sank on her 
maiden voyage across the Atlantic in 1912. 
They also pinpoint why this massive liner did 
not live up to the ‘unsinkable’ boast. 

Essex engineer Graeme Douglas has 
almost 30 years’ experience working as an 
engineer on the B-17 Flying Fortress, the 
mightiest of all the American bomber planes. 
In another well-illustrated book, he gives an 
insight into the history of, and the actual 
experience of flying, the rumbling ‘Queen of 
the Skies’.

Subway campaigner 
TVudy dies at age of 96 


A RETIRED beauty 
shop owner who led a 
one-woman crusade 
to improve pedestrian 
safety after being 
mugged in Stour¬ 
bridge subway has 
died aged 96. 

Trudy Curnin hit the 
headlines eight years 
ago when she began cam¬ 
paigning for the closure 
of the town centre under¬ 
pass . 

Police officers, who 
were inspired by her 
fight for safer streets, 
opened the country’s 
first underground police 
station in the subway 
and invited her to its 
opening. 

The hairdresser was 
born in Brierley Hill and 
was one of 11 children. 
Mrs Curnin, of Parkfield 
Road, Stourbridge, 
whose late husband, 
Eric, was a driving 
instructor, ran a beauty 
parlour in Stourbridge 
town centre for 15 years. 

Her nephew Norman 
Glover, of Norton, said: 
“She always said she 
wanted to make plain 


people beautiful.” She 
was forced to close her 
shop for the building of 
the Ryemarket Shopping 
Centre in the 1970s. 

Mr Glover said it was 
her “very spirited” char¬ 
acter that led to her 
crusade to have the 
underpass by Stour¬ 
bridge bus station closed 
after she was robbed in 
May 2003. 

Her late sister, Nell 
Glover, had also been 
mugged in another 
Stourbridge subway a 
few years earlier. 

Base 

“She was quite formi¬ 
dable and had very 
strong views about 
everything,” he said. 

As a result of her cam¬ 
paign, which including 
writing to former prime 
minister Tony Blair, 
police opened the under¬ 
ground base in 2004 
which helped to cut 
crime across the town by 
35 per cent. But they 
were forced to close it 
after 18 months due to a 
lack of funds. Mrs 
Curnin died on April 23.

Voters make choice 
on market makeover 


MORE than 600 people have 
voted for their favourite 
design for a revamped Dudley 
market place as part of a £6 
milli on scheme. 

Shoppers and traders were 
asked for their views on three 
options for the new layout. 

One of them attracted the lion’s 
share of the votes. All the options 
include vintage-style canopies to 
replace the tiled roof over the 
stalls and the creation of a 


“market boulevard” pathway 
through the centre. Three designs 
with different stall layouts were 
drawn up and people were asked 
to pick their favourite. 

The most popular was option 
three which received 470 votes. 

It would see two rows of stalls 
offset along each side of the 
market’s central “historic spine” 
to encourage browsing. 

Option one which had two rows 
of stalls with a tree-lined boule¬ 
vard, got 83 votes. Option two 


which had stalls one side of the 
market’s spine, received 78. 

Dudley Council, which is 
behind the plans, said all the feed¬ 
back would be analysed and a 
fourth option cold be created, 
influenced by people’s comments. 

Under all the plans, the statue 
of legendary Dudley footballer 
Duncan Edwards would be moved 
to the other end of the market 
towards Bottom Church, and the 
19th century fountain would be 
refurbished.

Foley family’s wealth was 
forged from iron furnaces 


F OR as long or as long as he can remember, Roy Peacock has walked 
over a slab of stone with Richard Foley’s name on it. In fact, anyone 
who has been to St Mary’s Church in Old Swinford, Stourbridge, will have 
stepped on the memorial stone. 

It commemorates a man who turned around the fortunes of his family. Roy, 
aged 75, decided to put together a talk on the Foley family as a tribute to the part 
they played in putting the Black Country on the map. 

Once he started investigating the family he discovered that while there was a lot of mate¬ 
rial on their iron business, there was hardly anything about the people themselves. After 

more than three years of research 
Roy has put together a book called 
The Seventeenth Century Foleys - 
Iron, Wealth and Vision 1580-1716. 

Richard Foley was born in 1580 
into a family of nailers in High 
Street, Dudley, and he was an ambi¬ 
tious man. 

“Richard started leasing out fur¬ 
naces and forges and, for the first 
time, developed the slitting mill and 
made it a success,” says Roy who 
was a history teacher at King 
Edward’s School, Stourbridge. 

Development 

“Until then workers had to chisel 
out a strip of metal and so the slit¬ 
ting mill was a great development - 
and the first one was at Kinver on 
the River Stour. He made a lot of 
money.” 

Richard lived in High Street, 
Stourbridge in what is now the 
Talbot Hotel 

“Richard had 13 children and they 
all did well with the boys going into 
the iron industry and the daughters

marrying well,” says Roy a member 
of the Black Country Society since 
1968. 

Richard’s eldest son, also named 
Richard, went to live at Netherton 
Hall. 

The second Richard went to Birm¬ 
ingham to buy and sell iron to help 
boost the family business. 

“Richard’s second son, Edward, 
became a captain in the Civil War, 
but it was probably the third son, 
Thomas, who became the most 
important.” 

Thomas Foley took over the fur¬ 
naces and forges from his father, 
developing the business down the 
Stour to the Severn and on to 
Bristol. 

Business was flourishing and 
Thomas moved to near Stourport, 
where he removed a village to create 
Witley Court stately home. 

Witley Court is now owned by 
English Heritage and is just a shell 
after suffering from a fire in 1937 

“Thomas went on to become the 
Lord of Kidderminster and headed 


south to become the London agent 
for the business,” says Roy. 

“In 1667, Thomas Foley built a 
school in Stourbridge — Old Swin¬ 
ford Hospital - and it is the first item 
mentioned in his will. 

“In 1679, Paul Foley became 
Speaker of the House of Commons.” 

By the time the fifth and sixth 
generation of the Foleys came along 
the iron industry was going into 
decline, so they became landed 
nobility. 

Valuable 

Adrian, the 87-year-old eighth 
Baron Foley of Kidderminster, com¬ 
posed music for the films Piccadilly 
Incident and Bond Street in the 
1940s. 

The peer owns valuable property 
in Belgravia, London, and now lives 
in retirement in Spain with his 
third wife. 

Roy says: “Twelve Foleys are 
buried at St Mary’s Church in a 
vault under the memorial stone of 
Richard Foley.”

A POSTMAN who dumped thou¬ 
sands of letters near Dudley Zoo 
and kept a haul of more than 
4,000 mail items at his home has 
avoided an immediate term in 
prison. 

David Spiers was instead handed a six- 
month sentence, suspended for two years, 
at Walsall Magistrates’ Court. 

The 31-year-old was employed by Royal 
Mail for more than two years at the deliv¬ 
ery office in Walsall. 

But instead of carrying out his rounds 
properly, he dumped 6,385 letters and cat¬ 
alogues near the zoo and kept another 
4,654 items at his home. 

An investigation was launched after a 
member of the public reported seeing mail 
dumped off Tipton j 
Road, some of which 
dated back to February 
2010. 

An investigator found 
that Spiers was respon¬ 
sible for delivering 
them. 

Mr John Dove, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of I 
Royal Mail, said when I 
Spiers was approached I 
on February 1 this year 
he admitted having 
more undelivered mail at his home, and 
was suspended. 

He said Spiers told the investigator he 
had too much mail to deliver and would 
take it home at the end of his shift, rather 
than tell his boss, because he thought he 
would get into trouble. 

In mitigation, Mr Julian Derry said 
there had only been 101 items of addressed 
mail, with the rest being junk mail.

He said: “He realises it was a stupid 
thing to do. He should have told his super¬ 
visor. He panicked and is extremely sorry.” 

Spiers, of Park Moor Gardens, in Dudley, 
admitted two counts of intentionally delay¬ 
ing the delivery of postal packets between 
February 27, 2010 and February 1, 2011, 
and from May 15, 2010 to December 7, 
2010. 

He was also ordered to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work and to pay £2,360 
costs when he appearaed before the court 
last week.

A UNIQUE home for adults who 
suffer from learning disabilities and 
mental healthcare problems has 
opened in Dudley. 

Oakleigh Lodge, Stourbridge Road, is a 
residential home which helps people 
between the ages of 18 and 65, who have 
conditions such as bipolar disorder and 
types of autism, including Asperger’s syn¬ 
drome. 

After its open day last month, Richard 
Dean, the man behind the home, said “This 
project was one that was particularly close 
to my heart. 

“My Mother-in-law has needed care for 
some years, however, when me and my wife 
Karen were looking at facilities, we found 
ourselves never fully satisfied with the 
level of care and always thinking that we 
could do better. 

Sensory 

“In the end I decided to create a home 
with a more original approach and one that 
the community could be proud of.” 

Among the services are an aroma-ther¬ 
apist, who offers massages for the resi¬ 
dents, and a sensory room for stress relief. 

It contains several interactivities includ¬ 
ing bubble tubes, shapes and patterns as 
well as mood lighting with sound sensitiv¬ 
ity and relaxed seating for residents. 

Mr Dean added: “Our home is ideally sit¬ 
uated with the Merry Hill Shopping Centre 
approximately a mile away, which can 
provide a great day out with all its facili¬ 
ties. 

“We have Russell’s Hall Hospital just 


down the road, which is comforting for 
family members and our expert staff 
members are always on hand to help out.” 

The home is managed by Susan Jenkins, 
who received the Care to Make a Difference 
Award last year. 

She was nominated through her work, to 
encourage people of all different ages and 
experience into building an interest in 
becoming a carer. 

Mrs Jenkins said “The award is run by 
the Black Country Partnership Board 


which involved many different companies 
spending their time to set up training ses¬ 
sions for people who wanted to get 
involved. 

“I have over 20 years of experience of 
being a carer and several qualifications, 
including Level 4 in Care and Level 3 in 
Learning Disabilities and I believe train¬ 
ing is essential in this career.” 

Mr Dean said he, Susan and the team 
were looking forward to providing the best 
care that they can for the local community.

Sycamore Green - a place 

where you can pay to play

THOEVER heard of a council charging 
children to go to a playground? But 
that’s exactly what the Conservative 
Councillors running Dudley have decided to do 
at Sycamore Green —and the only playground in 
the borough they charge people to use is in one 
of the most deprived wards. 

Children can use the park free during “open access” 
sessions, but since last month schools or other organi¬ 
sations that had been using facilities for free were 
told they’d have to start paying. 

I was happy to help when the council asked me to help 
get government funding to improve parks and play areas 
across the borough. 

It’s important to keep kids active and healthy - and 
there’s no point com¬ 



plaining about anti¬ 
social behaviour if you 
don’t give youngsters 
other things to do. 

I lobbied ministers to 
back Dudley’s plans 
and we won £2 million 
to improve facilities for 
kids. 

Part of the money 
was used to build a 
new adventure play¬ 
ground at Sycamore 
Green in one of 
Dudley’s most deprived 
wards. 

It’s a great facility, 
the people who run it 
do brilliant work and 
local children use it 
non-stop at weekends, 
but why are Conserva¬ 
tive councillors decid¬ 
ing to charge for other 
sessions, when parks 
elsewhere provide all 
sorts of facilities for 
free? 

Just on Sunday, I 
happened to visit Mary 
Stevens Park in Stour¬ 
bridge - right in the 
middle of one of 
Dudley’s better off 


wards. 

Residents there 
enjoy great facilities 
too, with an open-air 
gym and all sorts of 
free health and fitness 
sessions like running 
and even “Nordic 
Walking”.

Recording got off to a good start 
laying down rhythm tracks with

the site of the legendary hippy 
musical festival in upstate New York. 
But the recording process almost 
ground to a halt during a difficult 
seven month stretch back in their 
home city, 

“A ton of s**t happened at numer¬ 
ous studios,” explains the American 
band’s singer and songwriter Robin 
Pecknold. “Basically it took a long 
time due to illness, scheduling, cre¬ 



ative doubt, reassessment, rewrit¬ 
ing, new songs being written. 

“We ended up mixing at Avast in 
Seattle in December of 2010 with the 
record finally finished, even though 
we were recording vocals and guitar 
and rewriting lyrics up to the 11th 
hour. Not even the 11th hour, more 
like the 13th. So here we are, almost 
three years after the first album, 
finally done with the second one.” 

It is a relief then to find that Help¬ 
lessness Blues is a worthy follow up 
to their self-titled debut album, 
which is fast approaching classic 
status for the band who, in the USA, 
are signed to Nirvana’s old record 
label Sub Pop. 

But there is no hint of grunge in the 
works of the Fleet Foxes, a burst of 


free jazz on one track of the new 
album is the only major detour from 
their pristine folk-rock sound. 

“I’d say it’s a synthesis of folk 
rock, traditional folk and psyche¬ 
delic pop with an emphasis on group 
vocal harmonies,” adds Pecknold. 

“Musically it leans on country 
music a little bit more, in the slide 
guitar of songs like Grown Ocean 
and Bedouin Dress or Helplessness 
Blues.

Black Country 
misses out on 
Communion 


The City Madam. 

Swan Theatre, Stratford 

THE FEAR of financial ruin and loss of 
social status permeates Philip 
Massinger’s 380-year-old romp, giving 
this savage comedy a sharp contempo¬ 
rary edge. 

The Royal Shakespeare Company has 
gathered a formidably talented group of 
actors at the Swan (many of them also 
appearing in Gregory Doran’s Cardenio) 
and they relish this ruthless and rollicking 
satire on a society riven by rivalry 
between the newly rich merchant class 
and the old aristocracy. 

Massinger wrote for Shakespeare’s 
former theatre company The King’s Men. 

He was a scattergun satirist, who in 
this play also takes a pop at astrologers, 
brutal law enforcers and includes possi¬ 
bly the first dig at the Americans. 

The convoluted plot centres on Luke 
Frugal, who has wasted his fortune and 
now works as a servant in his rich 
brother’s household, where he is meanly 
treated by his sister-and-law and nieces. 

Behind his reformed exterior, he plots 
with servants to defraud his brother. 

Meanwhile, that brother, made weary 
by his haughty wife’s financial excesses 
and suspicious of his brother’s pious new 
image, pretends to retire to a monastery 
but returns with his daughters’ two 
rejected suitors in disguise as American 
Indians (seeking a Christian education) to 
observe how Luke uses his new found 
power and fortune. 

Dominic Hill’s fast-paced, 17th 
Century costumed production hinges on 
the role of Luke, and Jo Stone-Fewings 
emerges from the RSC ranks with a per¬ 
formance of such charisma, energy and 
passion that it should take his career to a 
new level. 

At first he wins the audience’s sympa¬ 
thy but, with the phrase “religion, con¬ 
science, charity, farewell”, wealth and 
opportunity turns him into a vengeful

silver-tongued devil before our very eyes 
in a production that also makes much use 
of magic tricks and illusion. 

Lady Frugal (Sara Crowe) and her 
daughters (Lucy Briggs-Owen, Matti 
Houghton) are a monstrous flutter of fans 
and satin gowns, whilst Nicholas Day 
brings an engaging fruitiness to the role 
of elderly aristocrat Lord Lacy. 

The broadest comedy comes from the 
suitors, Alex Hassell as the screeching 
dandy Sir Maurice and Felix Hughes as 
his rough bluff northern rival Mr Plenty. 
Christopher Ettridge becomes an audi¬ 
ence favourite as the sharp-tongued 
servant Holdfast. Pippa Nixon got a big 
laugh as the Cockney chav prostitute 
Shave’em, leafing through a Royal 


Wedding souvenir copy of Hello maga¬ 
zine to find the perfect new carriage. 

A puppet show laid on by the ‘Indians’ 
seemed a superfluous addition to a three 
hour play (including interval) but was cer¬ 
tainly ingenious. 

Audiences may bridle at the play’s neat 
moralistic conclusion, which has the 
womenfolk promising to be obedient and 
modest, whilst Luke Frugal is stripped to 
his underpants, spat upon and cast out in 
the snow. 

But when it deals with greed and pre¬ 
tension, The City Madam is a period 
piece with plenty to say to a modern 
audience. 

It continues until October 4.

An Evening with John Cleese, 


Birmingham Hippodrome 

John Cleese has worked with some of 
the greatest comedy writers and 
actors ever, and gave the audience an 
insight into his long and successful 
career. 

The star of Monty Python first 
explains the reason he has decided to 
go on the road again - his recent 
divorce from American psychothera¬ 
pist Alyce Faye Eichelberger is costing 
him $20 million over the next five 
years. 

After briefly expressing extreme dis¬ 
satisfaction with Californian law, the 
71-year-old settles down to begin his 
show, starting with his family’s roots. 
Anyone expecting the show to be a 
barrel of laughs may have been disap¬ 
pointed at this point. 

However, once into full swing, 
Cleese packed the show full of clips 
from his early days on The Frost 
Report, to working with the Two 
Ronnies and eventually Monty Python. 

The evening may not be as hilarious 
as many people would expect, but it 
did provide a fascinating insight into 
the golden era for British comedy, 
where shows were about experiment¬ 
ing and not ratings. 

The second half of the show 
touched on black comedy, as Cleese 
believed a dark sense of humour was 
the only thing he and his mother had in 
common. 

A clip of the Black Knight scene from 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail was 
sandwiched between stories of the 
group pushing each other to be as 
funny as possible while being a bit 
naughty, too. 

Cleese gave a touching speech 
about his good friend and fellow 
Python Graham Chapman, who died 
in 1989, before moving on to reveal the 
hotel in which he based Fawlty Towers 
on and the inception of his hit film A 
Fish Called Wanda. 

Throughout the night, Cleese made 
it clear he felt he was lucky to be 
involved in comedy and a three- 
minute montage of some of his funni¬ 
est bits closed off the night in a fitting 
style. 

While the show may not be what 
people expect it is packed full of anec¬ 
dotes, stories and sketches, which 
may not always be funny, but are a 
treat for comedy fans all the same.

Alfa revives a pedigree with chic and charisma 


A S ALFA ROMEO prepares to 
celebrate its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in June, the Italian firm’s 
latest model revives one of the 
most evocative names from its glo¬ 
rious past: The Giulietta. 

Few car companies can match Alfa 
Romeo for sporting pedigree and it 
remains by some distance the most 
glamorous of the mainstream marques. 

But pedigree and glamour count for little 
unless you are shifting metal - and these 
days loss-making Alfa needs to start selling 
more cars in order to remain viable. 

With that in mind the Turin-based firm has 
revived the Giulietta, one of the most charis¬ 
matic names from its distinguished heritage, 
to do battle in the cut-throat mid-sized 
hatchback sector of the market. 

While Alfas of old were traditionally all 
about driver appeal and effortless chic, 
these days the more workmanlike qualities 
of solidity and reliability are required too. 

Still, there’s enough Italian flair and style 
about the design of the Giulietta to keep the 
most ardent of Alfisti happy, from the chis¬ 
elled front, with its 8C-style compact grille, 
to the elegantly rounded proportions of the 
rear. 

From the side, it admittedly resembles a 
SEAT Leon but then that was designed by

The new Giulietta is some 16 per cent 
bigger than its predecessor, the 147, which 
probably does not count for much, as space 
was never a plus point in the former. 

The Giulietta does feel slightly tight for 
space in the back but at least there’s a 
decent sized boot, which you open by 
pressing the Alfa badge. 

The cabin is not as dramatic as that of the 
Brera, or even the 159, but is nevertheless 
stylish and distinguished by a row of cen¬ 
trally located toggle switches with a 
designer feel. 

Interior quality looks decent, though you’d 
ideally need to own one for a few months to 
see if it remained free of rattles and squeaks. 

The leather seats in the test car, a top-of- 
the-range 170hp Veloce 2.0 litre diesel, were 
good and I found it easy to get comfortable 
behind the wheel - something that could not 
be said of every Alfa in the past. 

If, like me, you tend to associate Alfas with 
revvy engines and light, deft steering, you’ll 
find neither present in the Veloce diesel. The 
soundtrack from under the bonnet is more 
mundane, while the steering is accurate but 
on the weighty side - and it gets even 
heavier if you press the Dynamic button on 
the “DNA” selector panel. 


This panel, under the centre console, 
offers a choice of three driver settings, 
depending on road conditions. 

The “A” position is for adverse weather 
conditions, while the default setting is “N” 
for normal. “D” for is “Dynamic” and 
employed when drivers wish to press on. 

The throttle response becomes notably 
sharper and the car feels far quicker when 
this setting is engaged. 

Not everyone will appreciate the extra 
steering weight that comes into play, 
however, and none of the settings can be 
customised. 

All models in the Giulietta range benefit 
from Alfa’s clever electronic Q2 differential 
which adjusts the power directed to the front 
wheels to boost traction through bends. 

Competitive 

Driven carefully, it should be possible to 
return 50mpg but hey, this is an Alfa 
and my consumption ended up in 
the low 40s, as I had it in “D” 
most of the time. 

Running costs should be 
reasonable. The Giulietta 1 j 
can be driven frugally, C02 
emissions are competitive, 
and service intervals 
extend to over 20,000 
miles. Insurance for the 
170hp model is group 25 
out of 50 but this falls to 


group 20 if the 140hp model is chosen, and 
it’s only slightly less quick. 

The Giulietta feels solid and assured on 
the road rather than nervous and flighty. 
Ride quality is good and the car makes a 
decent fist of soaking up the bumps. 

Too often in the past Alfas have repre¬ 
sented the triumph of style over substance 
with poor reliability and inferior build quality 
leading to catastrophic residual values. 

But the firm looks to be turning things 
round with cars like the MiTo and now the 
Giulietta. It’s still too early to tell whether the 
Giulietta has the staying power to transform 
the fortunes of the loss-making, 

Fiat-owned brand - but it 
certainly 


enough panache to appeal as an alternative 
to the ubiquitous Focus, Golf or Astra hatch¬ 
back offerings. There are plenty of other 
“boutique” offerings in this sector, however, 
ranging from the excellent value Citroen DS3 
and forthcoming DS4 to Audi’s A1 and VW’s 
shapely Scirocco. 

Alfa Romeo expects diesel Giuliettas to 
outsell petrol models in the UK, to the sort of 
driver who has to buy with the head as well 
as the heart. 

But if you like the idea of an Alfa I still think 
you’d be better off-emotionally, if not finan¬ 
cially - with a petrol 
Giulietta.

SEVERAL Wolves players 
threw their shirts into the 
away end at the final whistle 
as they allowed themselves a 
premature celebration. 

The fans who received them 
would be pretty pessimistic not to 
put theirs on Wolves to survive 
now. 

Ironic then that Messrs O’Hara, 
Hunt and Elokobi happily disposed of 
their gold jerseys into the jubilant 
away throng, because the very last 
thing they will do now is chuck in the 
towel. 

As manager Mick McCarthy pre¬ 
dicted, it’s boiled down to one game - 
one last 90-minute blast to earn their 
cherished place in the Premier League 
for another year. 

And, on the basis of the last two 
matches at least, they look like achiev¬ 
ing their goal, writes Tim Nash. 

A second successive 3-1 victory - and 
first at Sunderland since 1993 to give 
Wolves back-to-back wins for the first 
time this season - lifted them to the 
giddy heights of 16th by the time the 
FA Cup final kicked off on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Bizarrely, this was also McCarthy’s 
first Premier League victory at the 
Stadium of Light — at the 21st attempt 
over eight years, 19 of them as Sunder¬ 
land manager. But it may yet prove to 
be his most important result at his 
former home. 

This wasn’t a vintage Wolves per¬ 
formance - but it was certainly a clini¬ 
cal and extremely effective one. 

McCarthy’s battlers attempted to 
rattle Sunderland from the start as 
they did against Albion. But, despite 
the hosts being without 12 players, it 
was the depleted Black Cats who were 
slicker than Wolves in a one-sided first 
half. 

Led by the classy promptings of Bolo 
Zenden in an otherwise fairly youthful 



line-up, they left McCarthy’s side a 
firm second best by half-time although 
the teams went in level after Jody 
Craddock’s poacher-like volley on his 
first appearance as a Wolves player at 
his old ground was cancelled out by 
Stephane Sessegnon. 

However, for the second week in a 
row, the game turned Wolves’ way after 
a masterstroke by McCarthy. 

Six days after he shocked us all by 
dropping Matt Jarvis for Stephen 
Hunt, he made another inspired 
change. This time it was the half-time 
introduction of Jarvis for Adlene Gue- 
dioura, who had struggled to get into 
the game on the right wing. 

In the euphoria of victory, it’s easy to 
overlook how the win actually came 
about. 

Decision 

But over the last two games, and 
under the severest pressure to keep his 
side in the Premier League, McCarthy 
has shown a clear head to come up 
trumps just when his team needed it 
most. 

He won’t admit it, but his decision to 
drop Jarvis was as brave and coura¬ 
geous as it was controversial and, 
although the wing switch at the 
Stadium of Light was less high profile 
than the one at Molineux six days 
earlier, it had a similar impact. 

Critics could argue McCarthy got 
lucky. Yet that is to ignore not just his 
quality of knowing his players inside 
out, but his clear interpretation of how 
a match will pan out. 

Sunderland’s right-footed left-back 
Phil Bardsley had a field day during 
the first half and McCarthy’s switch 
meant the former Manchester United 
man was pinned back with plenty to 
think about. 


By the time he rifled inches wide of a 
static and relieved Wayne Hennessey 
in the 19th minute, Zenden had 
already rattled Wolves’ right-hand 
post and Sessegnon a shot palmed 
away. 

And yet Wolves, showing surgeon¬ 
like precision, broke to score with their 
first attack four minutes later. 

Captain Karl Henry won two tackles 
on the left-hand corner of the penalty 
area before feeding Hunt for the cross 
despatched from the opposite corner of 
the six-yard box by Craddock. 

Jamie O’Hara, who had arguably his 
most effective game for Wolves, rattled 
the bar from 25 yards before Sesseg¬ 
non punished poor defending to 
equalise 11 minutes before the break 
after the defence allowed Zenden’s 
corner to bounce in the six-yard box. 

But the second half was a different 
story as Wolves, infused by Jarvis’ 
threat and gripped by greater urgency, 
took the upper hand. 

Thankfully for Wolves, they also now 
have a vital cutting edge and there are 
few strikers in better goalscoring form 
than Steven Fletcher. 

The £7m record signing was per¬ 
fectly placed to climb above John 
Mensah at the far post to nod home his 
fifth in as many games and sixth in 
eight from Jarvis’ teasing centre. 

In doing so, he created history to 
become the first Wolves player since 
John Richards in 1980-81 to notch 
double figures in the top flight. 

Soon after, Wolves perhaps received 
some of the luck they may be due when 
Hunt’s contact on Sessegnon caused 
the makeshift striker to tumble in the 
box, but referee Mike Jones never 
flinched as the home fans howled for a 
penalty. 

Instead it was Wolves who forced the 
pace as George Elokobi glanced home 
to make it 3-1 from O’Hara’s free-kick. 

So to Sunday. It won’t be one for faint 
hearts, but Wolves look like doing it.

Albion must bid 
to discover the 
heirs apparent 

FAREWELL then to The Hawthorns’ best season of top-flight football 
since Bomber had a perm. 

These days, it’s Paul Scharner’s barnet which catches the eye. But the blue 
and white imprint on this Premier League campaign has been a delight to 
watch, writes Martin Swain. 

Now, though, the task begins to seek out the ingredients which will enable 
the proud old stadium to witness even better next time around - and that is not 
going to be easy. 

The Baggies may have a hugely-respected and clearly-effective man at the 
helm in Roy Hodgson, while the unexpected reach of this outstanding season 
will have taken them up the food chain of Premier League predators. 


But hemmed in by sub-30,000 atten¬ 
dances, Albion remain a club in search 
of a killing on the transfer market and, 
with that in mind, it was perhaps the 
man who wasn’t there to witness this 
victory over Everton who is most sig¬ 
nificant. 

Dan Ashworth’s seat was empty, a 
sure sign that the club’s sporting and 
technical director was once more on his 
travels to dig out another Odemwingie 
or Mulumbu. 

It’s not getting any easier for Ash¬ 
worth because his reputation is begin¬ 
ning to spread and the cloak of 
anonymity which he used to relish has 
gone. 

Recruits 

Nowadays, Albion’s Premier League 
rivals are alert to his presence and 
keen to pick up whatever scent he is 
following. 

But if - and it’s a big if — the club can 
find the right recruits this summer to 
add to the 2011 blend, what a vintage 
we may be tasting a year from now. 

This has been a magnificent effort 
from all at the club which deserves its 
place as the best of the M6 quartet. 

Albion were a majority choice for rel¬ 
egation this season and they are touch¬ 
ing a top-10 finish. Incredible. 

To have done it with a style of foot¬ 
ball that shames the view that Premier 
League newcomers have to play the 
percentages to survive adds even more 
credence to their achievements. 

Well done Hodgson. And well done Di 
Matteo, lest we forget, who had the 
courage to risk his regime on a daring 
plot to keep the ball and attack more 
heavily-armed opposition. He floun¬ 
dered because, among other things, the

Baggies were not strong enough in 
depth when injuries and suspensions 
began to take away his most important 
players. 

That is the gap Hodgson and Ash¬ 
worth will be endeavouring to fill this 
summer because, if this final home 
game told us anything, it was what a 
difference those three or four men can 
make. 

Back came the recently-missing 
Steven Reid, Chris Brunt and Paul 
Scharner - all absent at Molineux 
when Albion caved in under their 
neighbour’s searing desperation. I 
suspect it might have been a little dif¬ 
ferent had they been available. 

We shall never know for sure, of 
course, but the difference in Albion’s 
defending against Everton was 
marked. I counted 10 set-pieces 
thrown into the “mix” by Everton in the 
opening half-hour - free-kicks, 
corners, long throws, the lot. And each 
one failed to yield a single chance as 
Scharner, particularly, added his 
height and distinctive hairline to the 
resistance. 

In players such as Brunt, Youssouf 
Mulumbu, Jerome Thomas, James 
Morrison and the injured but poten¬ 
tially pivotal Graham Dorrans, Albion 
have highly adept midfield creators. 
They will try to find even better over 
the next few months. 

Different 

But it is undoubtedly Peter 
Odemwingie who has given them 
something different, and he was the 
box of tricks The Hawthorns has come 
to relish against Everton. 

By the time he combined speed, skill 
and surprising strength to set-up 
Mulumbu’s match-winner in the 10th 
minute, he had already raced away 
and fired into the side netting to warn 
Sylvain Distin and Phil Jagielka of 
their afternoon’s labours. 

While Everton plodded, 
Odemwingie led electric breaks from 
the back. Tim Howard stopped him 
scoring with one point-blank save, a 
goal-line clearance kept out an 
Odemwingie-like cut through by 
Thomas, Howard finger-tipped away a 
roasting free-kick from Brunt. 

After the break the pattern 
remained the same, Everton beaten 
back without getting through to Scott 
Carson, Odemwingie springing 
forward to stretch and threaten the 
second goal. The only surprise was 
that it never arrived. 

But the Baggies always made the 
better chances until Everton’s frus¬ 
trating afternoon was summed up as 
the last 15 minutes arrived.

Norton is told 
to defend title
